At  the  request  and  with  the  cooperation  of  the  rice  industry,  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  conducted  a  second  survey,  similar  to 
a  study  completed  about  five  years  ago,  to  determine  present  milled  rice  dis- 
tibution  patterns,  including  destination  of  shipments  "by  States  and  terri- 
tories, type  of  rice,  kind  of  "buyer  and  package  information.  Data  were 
collected  from  rice  millers  and  repackagers  2/  for  rice  distributed  during 
the  marketing  years  August  1,  i960  to  July  31,  1961,  and  August  1,  1961  to 
July  31*  1962.  As  a  result  of  continued  excellent  cooperation  of  the  rice 
industry,  it  is  estimated  that  the  data  in  this  report  represent  virtually 
all  of  the  rice  in  distribution  channels  for  direct  and  processed  food  uses. 

Because  it  is  important  that  the  rice  industry  and  others  interested  in 
rice  marketing  have  as  much  information  available  as  soon  as  possible  after 
the  conclusion  of  a  survey  of  this  type  to  assist  them  in  making  marketing 
decisions,  the  basic  data  collected  from  the  survey  are  being  made  available 
through  this  preliminary  report.  A  more  detailed  analysis  of  the  data  will 
be  published  in  a  final  report  to  be  issued  at  a  later  date. 

1960-61  Marketing  Year 

Distribution  of  milled  rice  for  all  purposes  in  the  United  States,  in 
eluding  the  new  States  of  Alaska  and  Hawaii,  and  territories  covered  in  this 
survey  totaled  18,73°, 100  hundredweight  during  the  I96O-6I  marketing  year. 
This  includes  shipments  in  the  United  States  of  about  10,286,300  hundred- 
weight for  direct  food  uses;  1,8^6,900  hundredweight  to  cereal  manufacturers; 
111,300  hundredweight  to  soup  manufacturers;  51>100  hundredweight  for  misc- 
ellaneous food  processing;  and  2,76^,600  hundredweight  to  breweries.  Ship- 
ments to  territories  (Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands)  amounted  to  about 
3,508,700  hundredweight.

2/  Repackagers  include  those  firms  which  purchase  rice  in  bulk  from  millers, 
package,  and  usually  redistribute  on  an  interstate  basis.  Small  firms  which 
redistribute  locally  are  not  considered  in  the  repackager  category  for  the 
purposes  of  this  report. 


Of  the  10,266,300  hundredweight  distributed  in  the  United  States  for 
direct  food  use,  5*552,800  hundredweight  was  shipped  in  consumer  packages  3/ 
and  3,81+4, 500  hundredweight  in  hags  and  hulk,  kj    The  remaining  889,000 
hundredweight  represents  distribution  to  schools,  institutions,  and  welfare 
agencies  from  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  stocks. 

Distribution  of  rice  to  the  States  for  direct  food  use  varied  consider- 
ably between  the  States.  Six  States — California,  New  York,  Louisiana,  Texas, 
Hawaii,  and  South  Carolina- -accounted  for  about  57  percent  of  the  total  dis- 
tribution for  direct  food  use.  These  six  States  had  about  27  percent  of  the 
population  at  the  mid-point  of  the  1960-61  marketing  year. 

Louisiana  led  all  States  in  per  capita  distribution  for  direct  food  use 
with  27.5  pounds.  Other  States  where  per  capita  distribution  was  high  were 
South  Carolina,  25. 0  pounds;  California,  10.0  pounds;  and  Florida,  9»5  pounds. 

A  total  of  3,508,700  hundredweight  of  milled  rice  was  shipped  to  United 
States  territories.  This  total  includes  27*+,  700  hundredweight  taken  from 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  stocks  and  distributed  to  schools,  institutions, 
and  welfare  agencies.  Of  the  total  territorial  shipments,  99*5  percent  went 
to  Puerto  Rico,  and  0.5  percent  to  the  Virgin  Islands.  On  a  per  capita  basis, 
the  distribution  of  rice  to  the  territories  was  high  relative  to  distribution 
on  the  mainland,  with  Puerto  Rico  at  a  per  capita  distribution  level  of  ll+5 »8 
pounds,  and  the  Virgin  Islands  at  51  «^  pounds. 

1961-62  Marketing  Year 

Distribution  of  milled  rice  for  all  purposes  in  the  United  States  and 
territories  was  slightly  higher  in  the  1961-62  marketing  year,  totaling 
19,630,000  hundredweight.  This  includes  shipments  in  the  United  States  of 
about  11,309,1+00  hundredweight  for  direct  food  uses;  1,991,000  hundredweight 
to  cereal  manufacturers;  116,900  hundredweight  to  soup  manufacturers;  83,000 
hundredweight  to  canned  rice  and  baby  food  manufacturers;  79>600  hundred- 
weight for  miscellaneous  food  processing;  and  2,982,1+00  hundredweight  to 
breweries.  Shipments  to  territories  amounted  to  about  3,067,700  hundredweight. 

Of  the  11,  309,1+00  hundredweight  distributed  in  the  United  States  for 
direct  food  use,  5,^1,300  hundredweight  was  shipped  in  consumer  packages  and 
k, 701, 900  hundredweight  in  bags  and  bulk.  The  remaining  1,166,200  hundred- 
weight represents  distribution  to  schools,  institutions,  and  welfare  agencies 
from  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  stocks. 

During  this  second  marketing  year,  distribution  of  rice  to  the  States 
for  direct  food  use  again  varied  considerably  between  the  States  and  in  the

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same  pattern.  The  same  six  States — California,  New  York,  Louisiana,  Texas, 
Hawaii,  and  South  Carolina --again  accounted  for  about  57  percent  of  total 
distribution. 

Louisiana  continued  to  lead  all  States  in  per  capita  distribution  for 
direct  food  use  with  30*0  pounds.  Other  leading  States,  in  the  same  order 
as  in  the  previous  year,  were  South  Carolina,  27*1  pounds;  California,  10. 3 
pounds;  and  Florida,  9«6  pounds. 

A  total  of  3,067,700  hundredweight  of  milled  rice  was  shipped  to  United 
States  territories.  This  total  includes  256,900  hundredweight  taken  from 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  stocks  for  distribution  to  schools,  institutions, 
and  welfare  agencies.  Of  the  total  territorial  shipments,  99«^  percent  went 
to  Puerto  Rico,  with  the  balance  going  to  the  Virgin  Islands.  On  a  per 
capita  distribution  basis,  the  territories  dropped  somewhat  with  Puerto  Rico 
receiving  12^.8  pounds,  and  the  Virgin  Islands  at  a  level  of  k$,6   pounds. 


The  following  tables  are  preliminary  in  nature  and  present  most  of  the 
basic  data  collected  in  the  survey.
